Observers Expect Afternoon 
Balloting To Swell Total 
To Representative Figure 


Afternoon balloting in Placerville’s 
municipal election was expected by ob- 
Servers to swell the total of votes cast 
to a representative figure. 

Although the polls at the two voting 
places, 
and the City Hall, opened at 6 o'clock 
in the morning, a check of the total of 
votes cast at both precincts at 11:30 
o’clock revealed 46 had voted at this 
irrigation district office and 131 at the 
City Hall. 

While this total was admitedly light, 
it was believed that the afternoon 
' would bring heavy voting at both poll- 
ing places. Observers expressed the 
opinion that although the list of those 
eligible to vote includes some 1,500 
names, a number of those whose names 
are on the list of eligibles are no longer 
here. 

Predictions placed the probable total 
vote at somewhere between 650 and 804, 
basing their estimates upon an_ ex- 
pectancy of an approximate seventy 
per cent turnout at the polls. 

In addition to electing three council- 
men from among the eight candidates 
who have been nominated, the voters 
will also express their opinion upon a 
proposal to pay members of the City 
Council at the rate of $5 per meeting 
for not more than two meetings in any 
one calendar month, 

State and county precincts 36 and 
37 have been consolidated for the elec- 
tion and are voting at the Irrigation 
District office, and state and county 
precincts eight, nine and ten have been 
consolidated and are voting at the City 
Hall. 

The polls close at 7 o'clock, or as 
soon thereafter as the persons then in 
line at the door have voted.

18 STATES LIMIT IMPORT 
OF GASOLINE IN 
TAX-FREE CLASS 


WASHINGTON. ‘lP\—Eighteen states 
have limited the amount of gasoline 
which may be brought inside their 
borders without payment of additional 
taxes, according to a survey made by 
the Federation of Tax Administrators. 

The restrictions are designed to pre- 
vent motor vehicles from using high- 
ways without contributing to the cost 
of maintenance and construction. 

Thirteen states have specific gallon 
limits ranging from 10 gallons in Col- 
orado to 50 in Iowa—while five states 
admit tax-free only the fuel that can 
be carried in a vehicle's ordinary fuel 
tank. 


States which restrict the number of 
gallons of gasoline which can be 
brought across their borders without 


Iowa, 50 gallons; Idaho, Illinois, Kan- 
sas, Wisconsin and Washington 20: 
Texas, New Jersey and Louisiana, 30; 
New Mexico and Nevada, 25; Indiana, 
15, and Colorado, 10. 

States which forbid importation of 
gasoline—without payment of addition- 
al taxes—in excess of that carried in 
ordinary fuel tanks: Arizona, Arkansas, 
Maine, New York and Oregon.
